There was a Henry Harris who got a grant of 1 and in 1725-30(7), which was sold 
in 1772 by Henry Harris and Nathaniel Harris(Later of Warren N.C. )-land on south 
side of Flatt Swampp., Edward 173 left his son Jacob land on south side Flatt Swamp. 


All of this is probably unnecessary, because what I really want to know is 
whether there are any other references in IofW records of my Benjamin, -especially 
any indicating his parentagd, and/or where he came from if he was not a native of TofW. 
West Harris went to Granville Co.,N.C.,and Benjamin's dad might have gone there too,
